You have to place it under restraint,
But you can at least congratulate
yoursell that, unlike the trusts, you
do not have to worry nbout what con-
stitutes reasonable restraint becaus
there’'s not a word about reasonable-
ness In the law, All you have to do
f8 to restraln the anlmal from bark-
Ing, yelping and howling, except In;
cages of burglary or fire. The excep-
tlon may, it Is true, geem unreason-
able, but the law is made to be obeyed,
fomehow and it leaves It to you to
find out how,
